The deceased was sitting on the te d . 
There arc two beds in the room. 
He 
told me he had lost considerable blood 
th at day. 
He coughed a good deal. 
I went out of the room and afterwards 
came back and found the deceased 
gasping. 
I think he was dying and 
he died shortly after. 
The jury returned a verdict of death 
from natural causes.

These m onths were chosen with re 
ference to the seasons, and will give 
you a fair idea of the genial warmth 
of th e day and the passing coolness 
of the night.

K a n s a s C i t y , Mo., January 16. 
Saturday and Sunday nights were the 
coldest experienced in this section. 
The therm om eter registered 19 de­ 
grees below zero. 
Reports of cases 
of freezing from points in Kansas are 
appalling. 
It is estim ated that 3000 
people in Clarke county are in a desti­ 
tute condition. 
The Presbyterian m inister at H art­ 
ford, K earney county, writes to the 
aid society imploring assistance for the 
people of th at section, saying: “ If relief 
does not come soon hundreds will die.” 


HEAVY LOSSES TO STOCK. 
Specials from different parts indi­ 
cate that the casualties among stock 
have been greater than ever before 
known in Kansas. 
Horses and cattle 
have perished in their stalls. Two 
tiains of cattle coming in on the M is­ 
souri Pacific railway were caught in 
the blizzard and every auiinal was 
frozen to death. 
In the Indian Territory the entire 
range is frozen over, and the loss will 
be very great. 
Telegrams from j»oints in Texas re­ 
port the mercury lower than ever be­ 
fore known. 
The suffering among the 
poor people is very severe. 
C attle­ 
men apprehend great loss. 


THE WORST SINCE 1864. 


C h ic a g o , 111., 
January 16.—The 
great storm which swept over the en­ 
tire country last week has been fol­ 
lowed by a freeze, the like of which 
has not been experienced since the 
memorable w inter ot 1864. 
Extrem e 
suffering is reported from all direc­ 
tions, especially in Minnesota, Dakota, 
Montana and Nebraska, where many 
lives have been lost. In Kansas thou­ 
sands are suffering for want of food 
and fuel. The storm , while less se­ 
vere in the Southern States, still found 
the people there unprepared for it aud 
much suffering has resulted. 
Dis­ 
patches from the Northwest report 125 
fatalities already. 
M i l w a u k e e , January 16.—Specials 
from various portions of Wisconsin 
indicate that last night was the cold­ 
est in years, the therm om eter rang­ 
ing from 30 to 60 degrees below zero. 


H e l e n a , M. T., January 16.—The 
cold wave continues unabated. 
The 
therm om eter ranges from 20 to 38 
below. 


SOME SAD STORIES. 
In Dakota, Bessie Stansfield, a 19- 
year-old teacher, left her school dur­ 
ing the storm to go to a farm er’s 
house, thirty yards distant. 
H er 
dead body was found nearly a mile 
from the schoolhousc. 
Four children froze to death in the 
schoolhouse at Mellette. 
The teacher 
left them to get assistance aud her 
body has not yet been found. 
Miss Stenbeiuer, another teacher, 
twelve miles northeast of Aberdeen, 
was out all night in the blizzard. 
When found she was barely alivb and 
died shortly afterwards. 
William Worrels went out of the 
house on Thursday evening to go a 
few rods to the barn. 
He become 
confused and was found dead two 
miles away. 
H . C. Chapin, a collector for a 
threshing-machine firm, left K eith- 
ville Thursday morning w ith a livery­ 
m an to visit farmers near by. 
They 
have not teen heard from and are 
probably dead. 
O. T. Owens and wife, of W ent­ 
worth, Dakota, were lost on 
the 
prairie on Friday night. When found 
Mrs. Owens was dead and he badly 
frozen.

The 
dem ands for repairs since yesterday 
morning have been so great th a t the 
entire force assigned to m eter duty 
has been transferred to the depart­ 
ment of repairs. 
Snow began falling 
here this evening and continued until 
a tliin w hite covering lay on the 
streets. 
By m idnight, however, the 
snow had entirely disappeared. 


ON MOUNT LICK.

S an F r a n c isc o , January 16.—The 
charges filed by Governor W aterman 
against State Librarian Talbot H. 
W allis on December 9th came up to­ 
day for investigation by the Board of 
Trustees of the Library, 
Attorney Hinckson, on behalf of 
Wallis, said that the acts of the State 
Librarian had been investigated by 
the Assembly Committee last year, 
which had reported favorably upon 
them , and these same acts should not 
be made the subject of another inves­ 
tigation. 
W. H . L. Barnes differed with the 
gentlem an. 
Governor W aterm an’s 
charges were made to the Board call­ 
ing their attention to the fact th at the 
grossest acts were said to bo perpetra­ 
ted in the library by employes of the 
Board, and his letter was siln ply an 
invitation for the Board to join him in 
a talk over the m atter, in which he 
would present his witnesses as to the 
specific charges.

Im p o rta n t Charge» P repared by 
th e K night» off L abor. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., January 16.— 
For several days there has been un­ 
der consideration by leading men in 
the order of the Knights of Labor, the 
advisability of bringing suit by the 
commonwealth through the Attorney 
General againsfethe Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad and Coal and Iron 
Company, to compel them to do cer­ 
tain things w’hich. it is alleged, they 
are obliged to do under their charter, 
and various privileges granted by the 
State. 
One charge is that the companies, 
by refusing to settle with the men, are 
•‘cornering” coal and other necessa­ 
ries, for the purpose of enhancing their 
values and extorting exorbitant prices 
from the community. 
Another charge relates to the re­ 
sponsibility of the company as a com­ 
mon carrier, it being alleged that on 
account of the company’s action, men 
are employed who do not give the 
best of service, and whose efforts re­ 
sult in delay and loss to the com­ 
m unity.

eight cents per pound.

By Chandler—To alter the regula­ 
tions enacted by the South Carolina 
Legislature in iegard to the election 
of Representatives in Congress. 
By Sherman (at the request of col­ 
ored clergymen in North Carolina)— 
Creating a commission to inquire into 
and report on the material, industrial 
and m ental progress of the colored 
race since 1865. 
Ingalls laid before the Senate reso­ 
lutions of the Los Angeles Board of 
Trade indorsing the scheme for hold­ 
ing the W orld’s Exposition in W ash­ 
ington in 1890. 
. H ale introduced a resolution direct­ 
ing reciprocity with any North Amer­ 
ican State or political division which 
may adopt a Republican form of gov­ 
ernm ent, and declaring that such di­ 
visions will be adm itted to the Union 
on the vote of Congress. 


HARBORS AND WATERWAYS. 
Senator Cullom introduced a bill for 
the establishm ent of a bureau of har­ 
bors and waterways in the W ar De­ 
partm ent. 
The country is to be 
divided and subdivided into grand 
divisional departm ents and divisions, 
over which the officers provided for 
will have charge. 
The chief and half 
of the associate chiefs of the depart­ 
ment and division engineers may be 
appointed from the army Engineer 
Corps, with the option of resuming 
their place in the military service at 
any time within two years. The bill 
provides th a t this shull be extended, 
unless it is sufficient to complete the 
work, or unless provision shall be 
made for funds necessary for its com­ 
pletion. This provision, however, is 
not to apply to dredging or snagging 
operations or to works of a temporary 
nature, the purpose be ng stated to be 
to prevent the exercise of the discre­ 
tion of engineers when they know the 
am ount of the appropriation is insuf­ 
ficient to serve any useful purpose. 


FOREST PRESERVATION ADVOCATED. 
Senator H ale introduced a bill pre­ 
pared by the American foresters to 
preserve the forests. I t withdraws 
from entry as forest lands all public 
lands of the United States more valu­ 
able for their timber than for agricul­ 
tural purposes. 
It institutes the office 
of Commissioner of Forests and au­ 
thorizes the appointment of four as­ 
sistant commissioners.

The Hubrnispion of the question of 
the City Hall swap to a vote of the 
people is in the right direction. But 
Admitting that the vote by indiffer­ 
ence and neglect on one side, and by 
organized activity and money on the 
other, should be an allirmative one; 
then the question arises, how in the 
deal to be consummated in con­ 
formity with the requirements of the 
City Charter. That

prescribes a mode in which all 
city property ehall be sold. No valid 
title to realty can be bad from the 
city unless all these requirements are 
rigidly observed. One of the funda­ 
mental exactions is that the property 
shall be sold at auction to the highest 
. bidder for gold coin, the sale having 
''wen previously advertised for at least

Now, if after that the city determines * 
purchase the St. Vincent block, that I 
would be another and perfectly dis- j 
tinct transaction, and would have to go 
through all the processes governing the 
purchase of realty by the city.

From the 
offers the Council may select any site 
it deems best. If that be the St. V in- 
cent block, then the question arises 
as to raising the money to pay for it.

It must be remembered that 
the money now in the treasury for 
city hall purposes is a building fund 
and therefore cannot be used for 
aland purchase. We have already 
aeen that the school bonds offered for 
sale have not been taken for the 
reason, os alleged, that the charter 
having limited the indebtedness tobe 
incurred by the city to $5C0,000, and 
within $50,000 of that limit having 
been already reached, they are not 
validly issued. We do not believe

There is only 
one way to meet the proposition, and 
that is, when the question is submit­ 
ted to the people, “To make or not to 
make the swap?” they must snow it 
under with their negative votes.
